PROCEEDINGS OE 
THE CITY BOARD 
^TRUSTEES 

The city board of trustees met in 
regular session in the city hall last 
Monday evening. 

A petition was received from Frank 
Giffra, the grocer, on Grand avenue, 
between Miller and Cypress avenues, 
asking permission to erect a shed on 
lot 11, in block 139. 

Permission was granted, with the 
understanding that the shed be con¬ 
structed out of corrugated iron. 

An application was received from 
the Pacific Gas and Electric Company 
to lay an underground cable along 
Miller avenue and crossing San 
Bruno road and Division street, from 
Linden avenue to the Southern Pa¬ 
cific Company right of way. 

Manager E. \V. Florence of the com¬ 
pany, who was present, explained the 
purpose of the application, which was 
granted. 

The application by the same com¬ 
pany asking permission to move high 
tension wires from Grand avenue, be¬ 
tween Linden and Chestnut avenues, 
to Miller avenue, between the same 
streets, that was laid over from a 
previous meeting, after some explana¬ 
tion from Mr. Florence, was also 
granted. 

A petition was presented, signed by 
several local citizens, stating that an 
alleged assault was made upon Aug 
Gustafson by City Marshal Kneese a 
short time ago, and asking that a date 
be set by the board to investigate the 
matter. 

The board set next Monday evening 
as the date for that purpose, and City 
Clerk Smith was directed to summon 
all witnesses in the case to appear 
before the board at that time. 

A communication was received 
from Manager Adams of the Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
stating that the company would in¬ 
stall a fire gong at the corner of 
Grand and Linden avenues, with the 
understanding that a telephone be 
connected with the gong, for which a 
charge of 35 cents per month will be 
made for service, and that the phone 
be considered one of the three phones 
that the city is entitled to under the 
franchise recently granted the com¬ 
pany by the board. 

A communication was received from 
F. A. Ritchie & Co., asking that it be 
permitted to waive a portion of its 
contract for the improvement of the 
extension of Grand avenue, as the 
United Railroads had offered F. A. 
Ritchie & Co. to do the work itself. 

It was decided not to waive any 
portion of the contract, but to let the 
parties interested settle the matter 
between themselves. 

A. A. Pudsey was awarded a con¬ 
tract to install a lead conduit at the 
new Carnegie library, in order that a 
connection can be made with light 
wires of the Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company, at a cost of $48, and the

TO WRITE BOOK ON 
SAN MATEO COUNTY 

(Reprint from the San Mateo County 
News of October 13, 1915.) 

Because there is at the present 
time distinct need for a work of this 
kind, the promoters of the San Mateo 
County History are meeting with sub¬ 
stantial support, and have been able 
to collect a large amount of valuable 
information upon the sidelights of the 
•county’s history, and have obtained 
many interesting accounts of the 
careersof San Mateo county’s leading 
citizens. 

The work will consist of three 
parts: The historical section will be 
the largest, and will faithfully por¬ 
tray the life of the county from the 
earliest pioneer days when San 
Mateo consisted of only a few scat¬ 
tered homes; the biographical section 
will contain the life history of the 
county’s most prominent men; this 
part of the book is entitled “Who’s 
Who and What’s What,” and it is the 
aim of the compilers to select only 
those names which have taken an 
active part in the upbuilding of the 
various communities at large. The 
third section of the volume will be 
devoted to graphic descriptions of the 
many prosperous industries located 
on this part of the Peninsula from 
South San Francisco to Redwood City 
and the coastside.

Wilkes-Barre (Pa.), Nov. 22.—Ber¬ 
nard T. Walters of Nesquahoning, Pa., 
threatens to petition congress for the 
enactment of legislation that will per¬ 
mit a man with only one eye to enlist 
in the United States marine crops. 

Though he was rejected at the local 
recruiting office of the sea-soldiers 
because of a missing left optic, 
Walters insists that his remaining eye 
is strong and far-seeing enough to do 
the work of two.

Sergeant Frank Stubbe, in charge of 
the recruiting station, “but since 
something has run afoul of your port

Washington, Nov. 26.—Eight hun¬ 
dred and thirteen railroaders, includ¬ 
ing brakemen, conductors, engineers, 
firemen and switchmen, have enlisted 
in the United States marine corps 
during the fiscal years of 1913, 1914 
and 1915, according to the triennial 
statement of recruiting just made 
public.. 

During the occupation of Vera Cruz 
by American marines in April, 1914, 
war correspondents were amazed at 
the efficiency shown by our sea sol¬ 
diers in repairing and operating the 
line outside the city that had been 
torn up by the Mexicans, but the an¬ 
swer is found in the fact that almost 
one of ten marines is a railroader. 

But be that as it may, Uncle Sam 
would like to know why the rail¬ 
roader seeks service with the oldest 
and smallest branch of his military 
arm. It has been suggested that the 
men who follow the rail are naturally 
adventurous, seeking excitement and 
danger, and it is believed that the 
marine’s service on both land and sea 
satisfies that craving. 


Talks on Thrift 

Thrift Builds Up What War Destroys. 

(American Bankers’ Association.) 

One of the beneficial results of the 
present war has been the sobering of 
the people in the matter of money 
expenditures. The world cannot wit¬ 
ness such a frightful waste of life 
and property without doing some 
solid thinking. Nations cannot pay 
the enormous cost of keeping armies 
in the field without giving heed to the 
cost of war, where the money comes 
from, and what will be the result to 
themselves. 

The thrift of European nations has 
made possible the accumulation of 
vast hordes of gold, upon which they 
have drawn as the war progressed, 
and only because Europe has been 
saving for decades can she now spend 
at such a terrific rate. But even with 
all the vast resources, the time has 
come when the governments have 
deemed it wise to caution the people 
against waste, and to encourage sav¬ 
ing, as a matter of patriotism. 

In England the thrift movement 
has become so apparent that it has 
affected everything from the burning 
of coal in the bathroom to the prun¬ 
ing of salaries in parliament. It has 
been suggested that there be ap¬ 
pointed a commissioner of thrift to 
make the work thorough, systematic 
and widespread. 

The men in the trenches receive 
but 24 cents a day, and Britain argues 
that if they can sacrifice their all, 
why should not those at home and 
those higher up sacrifice something? 
All sorts of schemes have been sug¬ 
gested, from the taking over of the 
railways by the government, thus cut¬ 
ting down expenses, to the dismissal 
of servants in the household. But 
whatever the plan, the idea is to 
economize. 

The British parliamentary war sav¬ 
ings committee is flooding the 
United Kingdom with leaflets calling 
upon every one to help “buy victory 
and peace by investing in the war 
loan.” Some of the points made as 
to why the nation should save and 
how to do it are as follows: 

“Save for your country’s sake, be¬ 
cause it is now spending £3,000,000 
a day, and must find most of the 
money out of the savings of its citi¬ 
zens. 

“Save for your own sake, because 
while work and wages are good now, 
hard times may come after the war. 

Save so that we need buy as little 
as possible from abroad. We are 
buying from foreign countries 
£1,000,000 a day more than they are 
buying from us. 

“Save, because whenever we im¬ 
port things that are not absolutely 
necessary it becomes more difficult to 
import and pay for all the things that 
are absolutely necessary. 

“Save, because the more we import 
from abroad the more difficult it is 
to prevent gold leaving the country 
in payment. Save, then, because our 
store of gold is vital to our credit and 
to our financial power. 

"Save, because by so doing you will 
help your country to give financial 
help to our allies who are less rich 
than we. 

“No saving is too small to count. 
If 45,000,000 people save an average 
of even half a crown a week, the total 
is huge—it means nearly £300,000,000 
a year. 

“Eat less meat. 

“Be careful with your bread. 

“Waste nothing. To waste food is 
as bad as to waste ammunition. 

“Save especially in all things which , 
have to be imported; food and drink 
of all kinds, tobacco, petrol, rubber, 
etc. 

“Use home products wherever pos¬ 
sible, and be careful even with these. 

“Before you spend anything, think 
whether it is necessary.” 

“If you possibly can, grow your 
own vegetables.” 

Where there is no thrift there can 
be no lasting greatness. No man 
ever becomes a really great man un¬ 
less he is thrifty. No nation can be¬ 
come great or sustain its greatness 
unless at the very foundation lies the 
thrift of the people. “Thrift is the 
surest and strongest foundation of an 
empire,” says Lord Roseberry, “so 
sure, so strong, so necessary, that no 
nation can long exist that disregards 
it.” 

Wherever there is destruction of 


property, thrift must replace It. 
Waste is waste and cannot be recov¬ 
ered. Insurance does not replace 
loss, it simply distributes it. The 
house that burns is gone. The owner 
may build another from the proceeds 
of his fire insurance policy, but the 
loss is there just the same, spread 
over many rather than on the one. 

The financial adjustment that must 
take place when the war is over will 
impose a penalty on the whole world. 
Thrift must build up what war is tear¬ 
ing down, and we will have to bear 
our share. We may roll in wealth for 
a time, but the day of reckoning will 
surely come. 

The San Francisco earthquake, 
the Baltimore fire and the Boer war 
were responsible for a period of 
world-wide readjustment, from which 
we had barely recovered when the 
war broke out. We must not delude 
ourselves that this catastrophe will 
be without cost to us. It behooves 
every man, therefore, to cut out his 
waste; husband his resources; go 
carefully in the matter of debt; buy 
no foolish luxuries; undertake no 
great burdens; assume no undue risks 
until the results are definitely known. 

In the heat of battle we cannot 
count the cost—the world is too ex¬ 
cited to reckon wisely. The rehabili¬ 
tation of the countries now laid low 
will be a long and costly process, 
from which the whole world will 
suffer for years to come. It well be¬ 
comes us to set our house in order, 
save our money and avoid extravagant 
living, for even if the results do not 
touch us keenly, thrift is a virtue for 
its own sake and has its own reward.

When, 
a few days ago, a person at Arlington, 
Virginia, spoke, by wireless telephone, 
to an operator at Pearl Harbor, Ha¬ 
waii, the greatest obstacle in the path 
of progress was removed. Soon the 
pioneers of civilization, toiling in the 
remote and dangerous regions of the 
earth, will be no longer isolated, but 
may speak, at any time, into the 
quickened ears of compatriots and 
friends. An account of this wonder¬ 
ful achievement is published in the 
December number of Popular Me¬ 
chanics Magazine. The article is well 
illustrated with both photographs and 
sketches. Another interesting wire¬ 
less story in the same issue describes 
the fall of the Tufts College tower, 
300 feet high, the day after its formal 
dedication. 

The December Popular Mechanics 
Magazine contains in all 244 articles 
and 309 illustrations. Among these 
are the following page views and 
groups of views: Life-saving appa¬ 
ratus for locomotive crews; Quebec 
bridge construction progress; explo¬ 
sion damage at Ardmore, Oklahoma; 
American-built submarines erected in 
Canada; New Orleans storm destruc¬ 
tion; forest fire station on the summit 
of Mount Hood; four pages showing 
in detail the raising and general con¬ 
dition of the United States submarine 
F-4, at Honolulu; how a moving pic¬ 
ture actor fell over an 83-foot cliff;

Boston’s new baseball park; fifteen 
pages of the latest war views, and 
many others.

LONDON IS EASY 
TARGET, SAYS RAIDER 


Animals at Play. 

“That the lower animals do not 
laugh, that they have no sense of 
humor, is hard to understand when 
we think how thoroughly they love to 
play. From the highest to the hum¬ 
blest they show the keenest joy in 


Lieutenant Peterson, one of the few 
German officers who have repeatedly 
visited London since the outbreak of 
the war, is visiting Berlin, where a 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
had opportunity to have a conversa¬ 
tion with him upon his impressions 
of the British metropolis. 

Lieutenant Peterson, a young West¬ 
phalian, is neither secret service 
officer nor returned prisoner of war, 
but one of the senior officers in the 
German navy’s aerial fleet, and his 
visits have been made in command 
of one of the naval Zeppelins which 
have kept London in semi-darkness 
and apprehension since the opening 
of the aerial raid campaign. 

“Mr. Balfour says that the de¬ 
structive effect of the air raids has 
been small, almost insignificant from 
a military point of view, and that we 
are unable to see what we ac¬ 
complish,” remarked the Zeppelin 
commander. “We see and know better. 
When we see a big factory under us 
collapse after an explosive bomb has 
been dropped upon it, or when we 
drop a fire bomb upon the London 
docks or adjoining storehouses and 
see these burst into bright flames we 
know that we are accomplishing 
something.

“We cruise normally at great 
heights, but with good glasses we can 
see things very plainly. In a great 
city like London, particularly for one 
who has not visited it in peace 
times, it is of course impossible to 
say definitely that one has hit this or 
that particular building, dock or store- 
j house, but we can identify very well 
1 the general locality, particularly of 
such regions as the dock district along 
the river or the city and banking dis- 
1 trict of London, and find our way 
j easily to the spots selected for our 
1 attacks. 

“On one of our visits, and this is a 
fact that has as yet not been admitted 
by the British admiralty, we witnessed 
clearly the destruction of a warship 
on the Thames, on which a fair and 
square hit was scored.

“Our trips to England were only an 
incident in our regular work. Chiefly 
we are engaged in scouting for the 
enemy’s cruisers and battleship 
squadrons. 

“Attacks on warships at sea,” said

REVOLUTION IN 

RUSSIA PREDICTED 


Abraham Cahn, who recently re¬ 
turned from the war zone, where he 
was sent by the New York Daily For¬ 
ward to investigate the condition of 
Jews in Poland and on the Russian 
frontier, said recently that he agreed 
with the prediction made by Dr. Max 
S. Mandell of Yale University that 
revolution in Russia was a near pos¬ 
sibility. 

“The statements of Dr. Mandell 
that the Russians lacked proper am¬ 
munition to fight the Germans and 
that large numbers of soldiers were 
thus sacrified were true,” said Mr. 
Cahan. “Conditions such as these 
in the Russian army make for revo¬ 
lution in Russia. 

“The Russian people are dissatis¬ 
fied with the way in which military 
matters are being attended to. Graft 
and corruptions are the dominant 
evils in Russia. The bureaucracy 
which runs Russia seems hedless of 
all consequences and does not seem 
to care whether Germany wins or 
not.
